THE  MOHTCLAIE  DEPOT  MATTER. 

Editor  op  Thx  Bloomfield  Record  : 

Sir  : — I  had  not  intended  to  notice  the 
libolous  pamphlet  lately  circulated  with 
much  industry  in  this  vicinity  entitled 
"  Hear  the  Other  Side.”  It  seemed  to  me 
that  any  reflecting  person  would  see  that  its 
object  was  not  to  enlighten  the  persons  who 
alone  have  any  interest  in  the  question  at 
issue,  viz.:  the  subscribers  whom  it  is  claimed 
have  been  wronged,  otherwise  it  would  have 
been  addressed  to  them  instead  of  being 
ciiculated  indiscriminately  throughout  a 
whole  community,  but  that  its  real  object 
was  a  personal  end  niulicious  attack  on  the 
character  of  one  of  yonr  fellow  citizens  who 


brushed  away  as  the  ebaff  of  personality. 
I  will  say  in  this  connection  that  the  oblivi¬ 
ous  memory  of  D.  E.  Culver  evinced  in  his 
dashing  letter  qnoted  in  page  8  of  tbe 
pamphlet  will  be  refreshed  and  corrected 
by  a  reference  to  the  books  of  the  company, 
which  will  show  that  all  the  money  paid  by 
thtee  subscribers  prior  to  the  settlement 
made  with  the  bnilders  (by  notes  for  $5,000.)

I  will  also  add  in  reference  to  the  array  of 
figures  presented  in  the  pamphlet  that  a 
concealment  of  a  pirt  of  the  truth  is  often 
equivalent  to  the  statement  of  a  positive 
untruth,  and  the  selection  of  a  few  items 
from  a  large  account  grouped  together  in  a 
new  relation  may,  as  they  do  in  the  present 
case,  carry  a  false  impression  of  the  facts. 

And  now,  Mr,  Editor,  in  thankiug  you 
for  your  courtesy,  may  I  be  pardoned  for 
adding  a  word  in  the  character  of  a  sub¬ 
scriber  ? 

Does  the  taste  of  your  readers  demand 
such  food  as  grows  out  of  personal  scandpl 
and  calumny  ?  or  is  it  necessary  to  devote 
your  most  prominent  columns  to  the  dis¬ 
cussion  or  book  accounts  in  which  the  pub¬ 
lic  have  no  concern  ? 

Of  the  four  thousand  people  in  Montclair 
I  um  not  aware  thaf  even  one  (the  author  of 
the  pumphlet  excepted,)  is  ready  to  charge 
upou  me  any  breach  of  trust  in  tbe  matter 
of  the  Montclair  Depot,  aud  if  there  is  any 
such  person  his  proper  remedy  is  elsewhere 
than  in  a  newspaper.

prise  of  building  the  Montclair  Railway. 

A  public  newspaper  is  not  in  my  opiuion 
a  fit  arena  for  the  discusaion  of  private  char¬ 
acter,  uor  is  it  a  proper  tribunal  for  the  trial 
and  settlement  of  accounts  between  man 
and  man.  It  is  therefore  a  matter  of  sur¬ 
prise  to  me  that  the  leading  editorial  of  one 
and  the  moat  pjpominent  co’umn  of  th«  other 
of  the  Bloomfield  papers  of  last  week  was 
devoted  to  a  continued  discussion  of  a  sub¬ 
ject  in  which  the  public  has  no  concern, — a 
question  of  oeeoun^between  the  subscribers 
to  a  Depot  Fund  in  Montclair,  (or  more  cor¬ 
rectly  about  one  half  the  subscribers,  for 
only  about  one  half  of  them  have  ever  paid 
their  subscriptions,)  on  the  one  side,  and 
myself,  as  is  alleged,  on  the  other.  I  do 
not  believe,  from  all  I  can  learn,  that  five  of 
the  fifty  subscribers  have  any  participation

I  am  quite  ready  to  settle  this  question  in 
its  proper  place,  and,  although  it  is  bad 
generalship  to  publish  to  an  oppouent  tbe

As  the  suberiptiou  elsewhere,  and  the  res¬ 
olutions  of  subscribers  on  page  5,  several 
times  refer  to  the  Railway  Company  as  tbe 
only  party  with  which  the  subscribers  have 
any  relations,  and  the  only  power  conferred 
on  me  was  to  make  demand  for  paymeut  to 
the  company,  it  was  nec-ssary  for  the  author 
of  the  pamphlet  to  make  this  false  quotation 
in  order  to  manufacture  a  little  ground  to 
stand  on. 

Having  called  attention  to  the  false  prem- 
nes  thus  made  out  of  whole  cloth,  I  will 
give  a  copy  of  the  printed  circular  that  was 
actually  sent  to  all  the  subscribers  :
